Spend Your Money With the Xocal Trades¬ 
men. and Artisans. 

In announcing that the contract for 
furnishing the ironwork for a new Ma¬ 
sonic teipple to he erected in Cedar 
Rapids had been gwarded to a local 
iron worker, the Cerlar Rapids Gazette 
takes occasion to remark that local in¬ 
dustries should be patronized whenever 
possible.

It means the expenditure of $1,800 in 
wages per month at the iron foundry.

It means 
that the money contributed by Cedar 
Rapids men to build here a magnificent 
Masonic temple will be kept at home 
and will, be turned back into the chan¬ 
nels of local trade. 

The Factories to Build. 

Every town wants factories of - some 
oharacter, and, strange as it may ap¬ 
pear, thousands of them exist and pros-, 
per in towns where there is least excuse 
for them—an utter absence of raw ma¬ 
terial. This, however, is a condition 
which cannot long last. They must 
eventually go to the raw materials and 
Thereby save the expense of unnecessary 
transportation. The factories to be built 
dp in the future will seek such locations 
as will enable them to operate at least 
expense, as well as furnish the mate¬ 
rials from which the finished product is 
made—materials compatible with the 
character of the factory.—Exchange. 

Why the Country Ig Unhealthy. 

The reason, says Professor W. P. Ma¬ 
son of Rensselaer Poly technic, institute, 
Troy, N. Y., why country districts show 
a larger death rate from typhoid than 
cities do is that the oountry places are 
dependent for their water upon wells 
and streams that are not adequately 
protected from contamination. There 
are few people who realize how far or¬ 
ganic pollution will extend under¬ 
ground, and wells that are considered 
quite safe are frequently sources of in¬ 
fection. The contamination will reach 
50 feet in all directions from a cesspool, 
and it will extend much farther where 
there is a drainage down hill.
